of  St.  Ives  (Hunts.). 

Mr.  Mayor,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

1  have  the  honour  to  present  my  second  Annual  Report 
on  the  Health  and  Sanitary  Conditions  of  the  Borough. 

The  year  under  review  has  not  been  marked  by  any  major 
change  in  the  general  health  of  the  Borough.  The  birth-rate 
remains  above  the  average  for  the  country — although  there 
were  fewer  births  this  year.  Infantile  mortality  has  shown  a 
considerable  decrease  over  last  year’s  figure  and  is  now  well 
below  the  national  average.  The  death-rate  is  higher  than 
the  figure  for  last  year  and  is  still  above  the  average  for  Eng¬ 
land  and  Wales  as  a  whole.  By  far  the  most  frequent  cause 
of  death  is  due  to  disease  of  the  cardio-vascular  system.  The 
next  cause,  in  order  of  incidence,  is  cancer.  This  is  in  com¬ 
mon  with  the  rest  of  the  country  generally. 

It  is  gratifying  to  see  that  yet  again  no  case  of  either 
Diphtheria  or  Poliomyelitis  occurred  during  the  year.  The 
incidence  of  notifiable  infectious  disease  occurring  in  the 
Borough  is  exceedingly  small-— measles  and  infective  hepatitis 
being  the  most  prevalent.  Preventive  measures  to  control  the 
spread  of  infectious  disease  have  proved  quite  adequate. 

In  conclusion  I  should  like  to  express  my  sincere  thanks  to 
all  members  of  the  council  for  their  kindness  and  considera¬ 
tion  they  have  shown  to  me  and  also  to  all  their  officers  for 
their  unfailing  assistance  and  co-operation.

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SANITARY  CONDITIONS 

1  (i)  Water. — The  Chesterton  and  St.,  Ives  Joint  Water 
Board  who  supply  the  Borough  with  water  in  bulk  and  whose 
works  are  situated  in  Cambridgeshire,  have  maintained  a 
good  pressure  throughout  the  year,  and  there  has  been  an 
ample  supply  and  no  complaints  were  received  as  to  shortage 
even  on  the  outskirts  of  the  Borough  which  is  as  a  rule  the 
first  part  of  the  district  to  be  affected. 

The  Water  Board’s  treatment  of  the  water  remains  the 
same,  that  is  Clorination  and  De-chlorination  at  source.  143 
samples  were  taken  in  the  district  during  the  year  and  sent 
to  the  Public  Health  Laboratory,  Cambridge,  for  examination 
and  report,  of  these  2  were  found  to  be  unsatisfactory,  and 
after  re-submission,  were  found  to  be  satisfactory,  the  trouble 
having  been  traced  to  faulty  taps. 

The  total  rainfall  for  the  year  was  26.63  inches,  which  is 
considerably  above  the  average  for  the  district,  8.95  inches 
more  than  the  previous  year,  consequently  no  complaints  were 
received  as  to  shortage  of  supply  from  the  few  private  supplies 
which  remain.

(2)  Drainage  and  Sewage. — During  the  year  a  small  plant 
consisting  of  sludge  and  filtration  beds  has  been  installed  and 
is  now  working,  which  deals  with  50  Council  Houses  and  a 
Secondary  Modern  School,  this  scheme  avoids  extra  sewage 
being  discharged  to  the  lower  parts  of  the  Town  and  assists 
in  preventing  the  overloading  of  the  existing  sewers  in  the 
centre  of  the  Town. 

Apart  from  maintenance  no  further  works  have  been 
carried  out  in  the  area. 
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2  Rivers  and  Streams. — Further  works,  dredging  and 
banking  have  been  carried  out  downstream  by  the  River  Great 
Ouse  Catchment  Board  who  are  responsible  for  the  control  of 
the  main  river,  it  would  appear  these  works  have  materially 
assisted  in  the  prevention  of  flooding  owing  to  the  fact  that 
rainfall  during  the  year  was  abnormal,  particularly  during  the 
month  of  November,  yet  no  serious  flooding  of  houses 
occurred. 

The  minor  ditches  and  water  courses  under  the  control  of 
the  Borough  have  been  maintained  in  a  satisfactory  manner. 

3  (i)  Closet  Accommodation. — Apart  from  two  proper¬ 
ties  which  were  erected  beyond  the  limits  of  the  existing 
sewerage  system  all  new  houses  were  connected  to  the  existing 
sewers. 

The  collection  and  disposal  of  night  soil  was  carried  out 
by  the  Council  by  direct  labour  and  no  complaints  were 
received  during  the  year. 

3  (2)  Public  Cleansing.- — The  St.  Ives  Rural  District 
Council  continued  under  contract  to  carry  out  the  collection 
and  disposal  of  house  refuse,  although  it  was  still  found 
possible  to  cover  the  whole  of  the  area  by  a  one  day  collec¬ 
tion  it  was  found  necessary  to  employ  an  extra  vehicle  owing 
to  the  increase  in  quantity  of  house  refuse  and  the  extension 
of  the  built-up  area  due  to  the  Council  Housing  Estates,  etc. 
The  scheme,  as  a  whole,  works  satisfactorily  and  is  the  most 
economical  way  of  carrying  out  this  service. 

The  collection  of  waste-paper  and  other  salvage  materials 
has  not  been  re-introduced  owing  to  the  lack  of  demand  for 
these  materials. 

4  Shops  and  Oifices. — Improvements  of  a  minor  character 
were  carried  out  by  the  owners  on  notification,  and  no  com¬ 
plaints  were  received  during  the  year. 

5  Camping  Sites. — No  applications  for  the  licensing  of 
camping  sites  were  received  during  the  year,  and  no  licences 
have  been  previously  issued. 

6  Smoke  Abatement. — No  nuisances  were  observed  during 
the  year,  and  no  complaints  were  received. 

7  Swimming  Baths. — The  matter  of  improving  the  exist¬ 
ing  swimming  pool  so  that  it  could  be  reopened,  or  the  pro¬ 
vision  of  a  new  swimming  pool  was  again  considered,  but  the 
financial  side  remains  a  serious  problem,  and  no  definite 
decision  was  made. 

8  Eradication  of  Bed  Bugs. — No  cases  of  infestation  were 
reported  during  the  year  and  none  found  during  routine 
inspection. 
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INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD 


(а)  Milk  Supply  . — There  has  been  no  alteration  from 
previous  years,  the  milk  supply  which  is  retailed  and  delivered 
in  bottles  is  produced  outside  the  Borough  area.  No  com¬ 
plaints  were  received. 

(б)  Meat. — The  Borough  Slaughterhouse  which,  for  a 
number  of  years,  has  been  occupied  by  the  Ministry  of  Food, 
was  vacated  during  the  year,  and  has  since  been  operated  by 
agreement  with  a  hrm  of  local  Estate  Agents,  the  change  over 
appears  to  be  working  satisfactorily.  There  has,  if  anything, 
been  an  increase  in  the  number  of  animals  being  slaughtered, 
and  improvements  are  being  carried  out  to  cope  with  the  extra 
work. 

The  examination  of  all  meat  is  carried  out  by  officials 
appointed  by  the  Huntingdonshire  County  Council. 

(c)  Bakehouses. — There  are  two  registered  bakehouses  in 
the  Borough  which  have  been  conducted  satisfactorily.
